Document 1 (JP 6-205751 A (Satoko SATO) , 2 6 July 
1994, entire text, all drawings, (Family: none)) discloses 
a device that employs a personal computer, said device 
being used to record the electric potential of a heart, 
wherein the periods and the amplitudes of the waves that 
are measured during a single heart beat are displayed in a 
list, the measured value and the Minnesota code reference 
value are compared, comments and diagnoses related to the 
number of heart beats, rhythm, axis deviation, 
hypertrophy, damage to the myocardium and infarctions, 
etc. are displayed, and an analysis of deviations in these 
items are displayed in the electrocardiogram by means of 
different colors, different concentrations of color or 
small differences between symbols such as Xs, Os or 
points, etc. Thus, the inventions that are set forth in 
claims 1-3, 7-9, 11-13 and 15 are disclosed in document 1; 
therefore, they lack novelty and do not involve an 
inventive step.
